John as well as at Shaftsbury. At Fort 
St. John five miners were working in the 
fall and took out about 15 ounces of gold. 
They made good pay while they were work- 
ing but were not at it yery long. They are 
trapping this winter. The names of four 
of them are Guttridge, McKoy, McKoy and 
Young. Mr. Brick had not heard from the 
trading post at Vermillion this winter. 
Last summer was very dry in Peace river 
and crops were poor. The fall was fine and 
the winter very fine also. Mild weather 
and scarcely any snow. Snow did not fall 
until the latter part of November. Fur is 
plentiful and the Indians are in good shape. 
At Lesser Slave lake crops were better 
than at Peace river. The Roman Catholic 
mission there had 900 bushels of potatoes. 
Mr. Lariviere had over 300 bushels, and 
nearly every one of the half breeds has a 
small patch of potatoes which yielded well. 
They are also commencing to grow wheat, 
oats and barley. They have a few cattle 
and horses and some hogs. The Roman 
Catholic mission has 65 head of cattle. 
Cabbages, turnips, beets, carrots, onions, 
and even tomatoes did well at Slave lake 
last summer.

VANCOUVER PRICES. 


Last winter 1t became the duty of the 
BULLETIN to point out certain inaccuracies 
in the market reports from Vancouver ap- 
pearing in the Winnipeg Commercial, in- 
accuracies which were doing a great deal of 
damage to business in this part of the 
country. These were remedied to some ex- 
tent, but not entirely, and no doubt the 
Commercial will take it in good part if the 
inaccuracies still existing are pointed out. 
For the past two months the Commercial’s 
Vancouver correspondent has quoted 
Manitoba oats au $25 a ton and Edmonton 
district oats at $24, thereby creating the 
impression that Manitoba oats are worth on 
an averagea dollar aton morethan Ed- 
monton oats. Thisis notoriously not the 
fact. The BULLETIN cannot prove that it is 
not from the Commercial’s quotations, but 
it can prove by a comparison between Ed- 
monton prices and the Commercial’s Van- 
couver quotations that the latter are not 
correct. Two qualities of oats have been 
shipped from Edmonton to the coast, name- 
ly those suitable for feed and those suitable 
for milling. Before any milling oats were 
shipped the quotation for Edmonton oats 
was the same, $24 per ton against $25 for 
Manitoba. Six cars of milling oats have 
since been shipped to the coast which cost 
at Edmonton from $1 to $2 a ton more than 
feed oats and it is fair to suppose must 
have been sold at something like that 
amount in advance of the price received for 
feed oats, and yet the Commercial’s quota- 
tion stands jast the same: $24 for Edmon- 
ton and $25 for Manitoba. A little ex- 
planation on this point or a change in 
quotations to correspond with the markets 
would be pleasing to the Con.mercial’s sub- 
scribers in this part of the country and 
would increase the good opinion of the 
general public as to the reliability and 
therefore value of,its market reports.

Tuberculosis exists to a large extent 
amongst the dairy cows of Winnipeg, and 
the authorities are awakening to the urgent 
necessity of stamping out the disease. 

The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of A. M. Dalton, cashier of Harrison’s 
Neepawa bank, has not yet been unwound, 
nolwistanding the thorough search institut- 
ed by the police and numerous friends of 
the missing man. Mr. Dalton’s friends 
seem convinced that he has been the victim 
of foul play, and they are much alarmed. 

A Quebec dispatch says: Rumors of a 
general election are being circulated about 
town. Special despatches from Ottawa 
received today seem to confirm the rumors. 
In the clubs and political circles the name 
of Lieutement-Governor Chapleau is men- 
tioned as afuture member of the cabinet and 
leader in the Commons. The Government 
organs in Quebec unofficially give credit to 
the rumour. 

Calgary Tribune: Mr John A. Reid, 
formely editor and manager of the Calgary 
Herald, and who recently acquired The Tri- 
bune and started to resuscitate the paper, 
has been compelled by ill health to abandon 
the task and sell his interest in the paper. 
Even in the short time which Mr. Reid was 

allowed to devote to the affairs of the paper, 
the buisnessshewed exceedingly satisfactory 
results and the aim of the fresh manage- 
ment will be to develope the possibilities of 
asound newspaper enterprise in Central 
Albertato their utmost. Mr. G. E. Grogan, 
on whom the conduct of the paper for the 
last month has practically devolved, will 
continue in its editorial management for 
the new proprietor.
